The space given this ignor¬ 
ant, short sighted, irresponsible 
Negro by the daily papers is 
proof of the ridiculous position 
in which he is placing the Negroes, 
otherwise he could not have 
secured a moments consideration 
from them. 

We have in hand facts and figures 
from Dr. Booker T. Washington 
and other eminent authorities 
which proves that “jim crow” 
schools, as now maintained, 
means inferior schools. 

“In Alabama,” Dr. Washington 
says, “a penitentiary convict re¬ 
ceives more wages than is paid 
a Negro teacher.” 

Elsewhere in these columns we 
publish a statement from Mrs. Ella 
Flagg Young, Superintendent 
of the Chicago schools condemning 
Jim Crow schools. Read what 
she says. 

This agitation for “Jim Crow” 
schools, “Jim Crow” streets and 
“Jim Crow” sections for Negroes 
has gone far enough. Either these 
Jim Crow Negroes should be 
silenced or driven out of town. 
No city on earth gives the Negroes 


a better opportunity to educate 
their children, than does this city. 
1 hese Jim Crow traitors must be 
crushed. They are stirring up 
needless strife. 


OPPOSED TO “JIM CROW” 
SCHOOLS 


Washington, Dec. 27th—Mrs. 
Ella Flagg Young, Chicago sup¬ 
erintendent of schools, continued 
her inspection of Washington’s 
public school system to-day, while 
members of the board of educa¬ 
tion of Chicago, who are members 
of her party, visited Nount Ver¬ 
non and Arlington. 

Mrs. Young devoted the day to 
a study of the race schools, giving 
particular attention to high schools. 
When asked this afternoon what 
she thought of the system of segre¬ 
gation of the races, Mrs. Young 
replied: 

“I am opposed to segregation 
of races in public schools. How 
could I be otherwise, and be con¬ 
sistent? I cannot align myself 
in opposition to segregation of 
sexes, and favor separate schools 
for the whites and the blacks.” 

Mrs. Young intends to prepare 
a comprehensive report of her ob¬ 
servations during the two weeks’ 
inspection of Eastern public schools 
and refuses to discuss in advance 
of the submission of her report 
any advantages or defects of 
Eastern methods as compared with 
Chicago public schools. In her 
inspection today the features of 
the Negro high schools which 
impressed her most were the sing¬ 
ing and the order. She stated 
that she had never heard better 


singing in public schools, and that 
the deportment of the pupils was 
perfect. 

“We would call your attention to 
Chicago. We have mixed schools 
and we are proud of them,” said 
Mrs. Young. “We have colored 
teachers, too, and we are proud of 
them, and to speak of the kindly 
feeling between them cannot be put 
too strongly. You people are mak¬ 
ing a grave mistake to try to keep 
the colored people down. ‘ I for one 
will contend that all our country¬ 
men should be taught in one school 
and we will find in the long run 
our nation will be richer by many 
millions. Then, too, the colored 
citizens must stand up and demand 
their rights, and we who have been 
fortunate to be blessed with a white 
face must stand by our darker 
brethren.” 

GOV. BALDWIN OF CONN. 
REPLYS TO THE LIBER¬ 
ATOR'S CRITICISMS. SAYS 
HE IS MISUNDERSTOOD.

Action at Recent Conference 
of Governors 

New Haven, Dec. 19.—In ad¬ 
dresses brimming with scathing 
remarks relative to Governor 
Simeon E. Baldwin, Rev. D. S. 
Clew, pastor of the Emanuel Bap¬ 
tist Church; Joseph P. Peaker, 
Attorney Harry G. Tolliver and 
John A. Hagan spoke before several 
hundred colored residents of New 
Haven at a meeting called in 
Masonic Hall on Webster street 
last night. The meeting was 
called to protest against the atti¬ 
tude taken by Governor Baldwin 
in voting at the recent conference 
of governors held in Richmond, Va. 
to have the Mann resolution, which 
opposes mob violence, laid on the 
table.—The Amsterdam News. 


GOV. BLEASE 

(Boston Weekly Advocate) 

Governor Blease, of South Caro¬ 
lina, in offering immunity to lynch¬ 
ers is simply reaffirming his threat 
to lead a mob two years ago, before 
he would call out the State militia 
to protect an innocent 13-year-old 
boy from an infuriated mob who 
murdered the child. 

Governor Blease not only prom¬ 
ises to shield murderers from the 
law, but he goes further than 
Tillman or Vardiman ever went, 
and promises a pension to lynchers 
in unmistakable language. Thus 
we can see the necessity of a more 


centralized government, a single 
long term for its head, a more 
judicious selection than is generally 
made. The head of this great 
nation should have goodness and 
fitness in equal proportions, and 
despotic power. This is the only 
method by which the constitution 
can be upheld to the letter, and 
the spirit of the same not be violat¬ 
ed. 

The law is made to protect the 
weak against the strong, to mete 
out justice generally, but every 
sane man knows that with a Gov¬ 
ernor boldly and vehemently defy¬ 
ing the laws of the land, breaking 
his own sacred oath and obliga¬ 
tion to support his State consti¬ 
tution and the constitution of 
the United States, backed up in 
his threat by his State by silent 
consent, encouraged by two south¬ 
ern and two northern Governors 
advertised in the daily press to 
boost its business, and all our white 
friends apparently gone fishing— 
that the colored man cannot get 
the protection that should be 
accorded a pet dog.

John C. Martin, a white philan¬ 
thropist of New York, died, leav¬ 
ing an estate of 8800,000. He 
left, two wills: one divided the 
principal part of the fortune among 
the Presbyterian Freedman’s 
Board, College Board and the 
Board of Home Missions; the other 
will left the estate to the J. C. 
Martin Educational Fund, prin¬ 
cipally for colored people. The 
matter is in litigation. 


Another Negro town has made 
its place on the map. This time 
it is located in Alabama, six miles 
north of Mobile. It boasts of a 
population between 2,000 and 
3,00 . . Every business house 

(store) in the immediate town is 
conducted by a colored man, there 
being a dozen or more of these 
stores. A large majority of the 
colored peop'e own their homes. 
In fact, there are vein' few colored 
people there who do not own .their 
homes. One or two colored men 
are renting five or six houses each. 
A majority of the men work at 
lumbering, about one mile away. 
Quite a number, in addition to 
the stores, are beginning to culti¬ 
vate their own plots of land, rang¬ 
ing from half an acre to five or 
six acres, with a view to trucking 
in the Mobile markets. The 
colored people have raised $900 
and have purchased an old dwell¬ 
ing and about one acre of land for 
the use of a public school. No 
building was provided for them.— 
Tuskegee Student. 


An investigation in Kansas City, 
Kansas reveals some interesting 
facts about the Negroes of that 
city. It has been found that 
out of a Negro population of 23,- 
566, eight hundred were property 
owners. The Negro property was 
assessed at $1,400,000. Fifty 
Negroes owned property valued 
at $10,000; one hundred Negroes 
between $5,000 and $10,000; 
two hundred between $1,000 
and $5,000; and four hundred 
and fifty between $500 and $1,000. 
The figures go to show that the 


Negro of Kansas City is worth 
$28.01 more than the average 
Negro of the United States. A 
canvass among 8,000 employed 
Negroes in Kansas City between 
the ages of 14 and 60 give this 
result: barbers 240, dentists 4 

doctors 23, janitors, 350, laborers 
5,000, lawyers 6, police service 
8, postal service 20, barber shop 
porters 375, hotel porters 140 
saloon porters, 375, independent 
proprietors 90, pool hall owners 
75, preachers 25, pullman service 
140, railway service 250, teachers 
30, teamsters 210, waiters 510.— 
Tuskegee Student.

“What of the Night?” was tho 
subject of Rev. E. W. Kenchin's 
great oration on Emancipation 
Day. Among other things, he 
warned the young people of the 
danger of being too easily satisfied 
—the prevailing inclination to 
surrender everything for a mess 
of pottage. 

Discussing the same subject the 
St. Louis Advance despondently 
says: 

“It looks as if, one by one, nearb¬ 
all the rights gained through the 
manly advocacy of the Negro 
leaders of a generation ago are now 


being stolen from us. We had 
Jim Crow cars in St. Louis a gen¬ 
eration or more ago, but the lead¬ 
ing Negroes of that day made a 
manly, not a sycophantic, fight 
against them and won. Now we 
are not only threatened with Jim 
Crow cars, but Jim Crow streets 
and Jim Crow blocks, and the 
supineness of the young leading 
Negro of to-day shows that he 
has fallen asleep at his post, and 
when he wakes up he will find him¬ 
self stripped and naked before the 
fierce and chilling blast of Ameri¬ 
can race hate. 

Brother, we are suffering from 
the same deadly blight in this city. 
The tendency here is to surrender 
everything that men hold dear 
merely to have a few dollars 
and a good time. The only fight 
that is being made here against 
surrender of rights and Jim Crow- 
ism is being made by a few old 
worn out ex-slaves, men who fol¬ 
lowed the leadership of Douglass, 
Bruce, Langston, Lynch, Pinch- 
back and their heroic contempor¬ 
aries. All that has been done for 
the Negro race they did it; and all 
that is being done for the race to¬ 
day is being done by the few old 
ex-slaves that are left. 

It is still fresh in our minds how 
in the last two campaigns when 
principles involving rights of last¬ 
ing and vital interest to the Negroes 
here were being fought out, with 
a number of weekly Negro news¬ 
papers in this city only one fought 
week in and week out against Jim 
Crowism at the County Hospital 
and other curtailment of the 
Negroes' constitutional rights. 
Although the other newspapers 
were in the hands of young and 
physically strong men they took 
no hand in the struggle against 
those who would filch from the 
race its rights. 

In the recent charter campaign 
the charter that was up for adop¬ 
tion, contained a civil service clause 
under the operation of which every 
Negro could have been eliminated 
from the civil service of the city; 
and although this pernicious feature 
of the charter was well known, 
the three Negro papers in ques- 
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tion printed not a single line against 
its adoption. The newspaper 
fight against that document among 
the colored voters was led by a 
badly worn old ex-slave. But 
the colored voters responded so 
vigorously to his warning note, 
that that charter went down to 
ignominious defeat. The Jim 
Crow spirit here is being fostered 
by Negroes, who would willingly 
surrender every right the race 
enojys if they can only be regarded 
as leaders.

White Man Taken Now Thought 


to Be Miss Marshall’s Assailant 


Trenton, N. J., Dec. lo.—Found 
hiding in the woods near the place 
where Miss Luella Marshall was 
attacked about two weeks ago, 
sustaining injuries that resulted 
in her death, William Mansfield, 
white, aged 32, of Manayunk, 
Penn., was captured tonight by 
a farmer named Allison, just after 
Mansfield had made a fire and 
burned part of his clothing. Asked 
why he burned his clothes, the 
prisoner said they were his, and 
he had a right to destroy them if 
he wanted to do so. 

While Mansfield is white, and 
witnesses describe the man loitering 
about before Miss Marshall was 
attacked as a negro, in fact that 
the prisoner is very dark and has 
side whiskers, and otherwise answers 
the description, lead the police 
to believe that they have the right 
man. 

Mansfield had scratches on his 
hands, about which he has told 
conflicting stories. It also appears 
that he made an attempt to cut 
off his whiskers, but having no 
razor, he made a poor job. His 
footprints tally exactly ’with the 
plaster casts taken of those of the 
assailant.
